The Center was organized as a not-for-profit media center in 1971; 
it was the synthesis of understandings developed through a program founded 
by Ralph Hocking on the SUNY-Binghamton campus in 1969. The Center offers 
residencies to artists from throughout the United States, providing a 
retreat-like environment where artists can learn to use electronic analog 
and digital imaging tools to create new works. Tapes produced at the Center 
have been exhibited extensively throughout the Americas, Europe and Asia. 
The Center also serves as a sponsor for artists who are seeking support for 
projects, and supports the development of electronic tools for artists” 
use. In 1988 the Center received an Indie award from the Foundation of 
Independent Video and Filmmakers as a “provider of an oasis for innovation 
in the electronic media arts". Ralph Hocking, Director of the Center, was 
honored as a Champion of the Arts by the New York Foundation for the Arts 
in 1989, for his contributions to the video arena. The Center is supported 
by the New York State Council on the Arts, the Pennsylvania Arts Council, 
the National Endowment for the Arts and user fees.
